Man paralyzed after barfight

investigation A brawl out¬ 
side a Whyte Avenue bar 
has left a man paralyzed 
and police searching for 
four people in connection 
with the attack. 

Police said at around 2:30 
a.m. on July 11, two men 
were attacked outside H20 
Lounge on 82 Avenue and 
100 Street. 

“We’re left with relying 


on the public to help us 
out,” Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ices Det. Calvin Mah said. 
“We don’t have a clue for 
who is responsible for this.” 

One man was knocked 
backwards against a short 
cement retaining wall, caus¬ 
ing a serious spinal cord in¬ 
jury and rendering him par¬ 
alyzed. 

“ft was a sudden and 
abrupt attack,” Mah said. 

The suspects are de¬ 
scribed as three native men 
and one native woman, all 


in their early to late 20s. 
They were driving a black 
SUV at the time of the at¬ 
tack. 

Mah said while he doesn’t 
believe the intent of the at¬ 
tack was to cause the de¬ 
gree of injuries sustained, 
he said there is a serious ob¬ 
ligation to find those re¬ 
sponsible. 

“His mother is an elderly 
female now forced to look 
after him,” Mah said. “Cer¬ 
tainly she and the victim 
are deserving of justice.”

EPS spokesman Dean 
Parthenis said police are 
double-checking their re¬ 
sponse times, and that the 
original 9-1-1 call may not 
have been considered high 
priority.

“This is the first time 
we’ve ever done it, and it’s 
been a blast,” said Erika 
Madsen, marching for the 
University of Alberta’s Fac¬ 
ulty of Extension. “It’s good 
to showcase to so many dif¬ 
ferent age groups what the 
faculty of extension is 
about.” 

There was interactivity 
with children, as mascots 


and other characters came 
to high-five or take pictures 
with children who were 
watching. 

“We come from a small 
town west of Edmonton, 


and we thought it would be 
something fun to bring the 
kids to,” Westlock resident 
Stacey Michalczulc said. 

Float entries were judged 
in 13 categories and 


$17,900 in prize money 
was awarded. The parade 
had a military-inspired 
theme, and was led by War¬ 
rant Officer Willy MacDon¬ 
ald.

felt it would provide peo¬ 
ple with information to 
make their communities 
safer.” 

Statistics, trends and pat¬ 
terns, ranging from break 
and enters to murders, are 
available starting at 2007. 

The truth about commu¬ 
nity crime will inspire citi¬ 
zens to be vigilant and pro¬ 
tect themselves from rec¬ 
ognized threats, Gibson 


said. 

“It will give people factu¬ 
al information, rather than 
going on hearsay or their 
own thoughts,” he added. 
“It gives people an oppor¬ 
tunity to validate concerns. 
Edmonton is a very safe 
city, but we’re trying to 
make it safer.”

Pte. Sebastien 
Courcy from 2 nd Battalion, Royal 22nd Regiment, based in Quebec City, was 
killed in an incident that occurred approximately 17 kilometres southwest of 
Kandahar city at around 6 a.m., the military said. He was the fifth Canadian

Feds challenge Facebook 

Ottawa argues popular site inconsistent with privacy laws 


Canada has become the 
first country in the world 
to pose a legal challenge 
to Facebook’s giant, infor¬ 
mation-sharing machine, 
with the federal privacy 
commissioner taking a 
poke at the global, social¬ 
networking site for being 
too loose with users* per¬ 
sonal data. 

Facebook Inc., which 
has 250 million followers 
worldwide — an estimated 
12 million in this country 
— promised yesterday to 
work with Canada to im¬ 
prove its privacy settings, 
especially with regard to 


third parties who put 
games and quizzes on 
Facebook. 

“We’re going to contin¬ 
ue the dialogue,” Chris 
Kelly, chief privacy officer 
for Facebook, said in a 
phone interview from 
Facebook’s headquarters 
in California. “We have 
every confidence that 
we’ll come to an accept¬ 
able conclusion.” 

Kelly said that any im¬ 
provements made to re¬ 
spond to Stoddart’s con¬ 
cerns will apply to Face- 
book operations world¬ 
wide.

Federal privacy commis¬ 
sioner Jennifer Stoddart 


has been investigating 
Facebook’s policies and 
practices of sharing infor¬ 
mation, in response to a 
complaint a year ago from 
students at the University 
of Ottawa. 

Yesterday, she released 
a report that concludes the 
site breaches Canadian pri¬ 
vacy laws in several areas 
and gave Facebook 30 days 
to tighten its procedures. 
If she is not satisfied with 
its progress, Stoddart can 
take the case to the Feder¬ 
al Court to force compli¬ 
ance with Canada’s laws.

Women ski jumpers have 
filed an appeal that keeps 
alive their fading chances 
of taking part in the 2010 
Winter Olympics. 

“It’s not over,” Deedee 
Corradini, president of 
Women’s SlciJump-USA 
and spokesperson for the 
group, said on Thursday. 
“We took a few days for 
our lawyers to review last 
week’s judgment and to 
canvass our plaintiffs to 
see what everyone 
thought and now we’re 
ready to continue our 
fight to get the women in 
to 2010.” 

Last week, the B.C. 
Supreme Court ruled it 
couldn’t force the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
to allow the women to 
jump. 

Ross Clark, the lawyer 
representing the women, 
said the appeal will be 
based on the argument 
that VANOC must host the 
Games in accordance with 
the Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. “It cannot host 
events on Canadian soil 
that implement discrimi¬ 
nation,” Clark said. 

Highly ranked Canadian 
jumper Katie Willis says 
she is “thrilled” the fight 
is still on. “We were so dis¬ 
heartened by last week’s 
decision, but we’re 
competitors: we won’t 
give up,” Willis said.

Mexico hits back at 
Ottawa's new visa policy 


immigration Mexico said 
Thursday that Canadian 
diplomats and officials 
would now require visas to 
visit the country, a retalia¬ 
tory move after Ottawa im¬ 
posed new visa rules for 
Mexican visitors. 

Mexican Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Patricia Espinosa told 
reporters after meeting 
Foreign Affairs Minister 
Lawrence Cannon in Wash¬ 
ington that she had voiced 
her country’s opposition to 
the new Canadian visa 
rules imposed on Monday. 

“I spoke strongly against 
the decision to require 
Mexicans to have visas to 
travel to the country,” she 
said, calling the move 
counterproductive. 

Asked whether Mexico 
would retaliate, Espinosa

Patricia Espinosa 

said a visa arrangement for 
Canadian government offi¬ 
cials wanting to visit her 
country would be suspend¬ 
ed. But she said there were 
no plans to impose visa re¬ 
strictions on Canadian 
tourists, adding that Mexi¬ 
co valued its close ties with 
its northern partner. More 
than one million Canadian 
tourists visit Mexico each 
year. reuters 


Laws to combat shipping of stolen cars 


theft Conservative and Lib¬ 
eral leaders expect new 
laws will be in place this 
fall that should stop count¬ 
less vehicles stolen in 
Toronto from being 
shipped abroad. 

“The laws (that deal with 
auto theft in Canada) are 
out of date,” said federal 
Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson. His comments 
follow a Toronto Star inves¬ 
tigation, which found 
more vehicles stolen in the 
GTA are being shipped 
abroad than ever before. 


Two factors have exacer¬ 
bated the problem: Canadi¬ 
an border officials don’t 
routinely check shipping 
containers to see if the cars 
inside are stolen, and po¬ 
lice auto theft squads have 
been emaciated. 

Parliamentarians on 
both sides of the political 
spectrum say they are frus¬ 
trated by the lax laws that 
allow organized auto theft 
rings to ship stolen vehi¬ 
cles abroad with relative 
impunity.

9-11 trial sparks divide 

Critics want alleged conspirators moved to U.S., families don't

The first military 
commission for the five al¬ 
leged 9-11 conspirators un¬ 
der the Obama administra¬ 
tion began with a boycott, 
was beset by delays and 
ended with a tossed paper 
airplane passed from one 
defendant to his co¬ 
accused. 

The hearing yesterday 
legally had little impact, 
since the case is essentially 
in limbo until a U.S. Justice- 
Department task force de¬ 
cides where detainees will 
be tried once this prison 
closes in January. 

But as U.S. President 
Barack Obama confronts 
criticism that he moved too 
swiftly in vowing to shut 
Guantanamo, what hap¬ 
pens here could matter po¬ 
litically. 

And the nine relatives of 
9-11 victims the Pentagon 
brought to witness the 
hearing say they plan to 
loudly take their message 
home. 

“I’m not going to close 
my mouth,” said Gary Reiss, 
whose 23-year-old son 
Joshua, a bond trader at 


Cantor-Fitzgerald in New 
York City, died in the attack 
while working on the 105th 
floor of the World Trade 
Center’s North Tower. 

In an emotionally 
charged and lengthy press 
conference last night the 
relatives lashed out at Oba¬ 
ma’s plan to transfer these 
cases to federal or military 
courts in the U.S. and close 
the prison. 

“My question to all of you 


is why should we move it. 
Give me a legal reason,” 
asked Janet Roy, whose 
brother was killed on 9-11. 

Critics of Guantanamo’s 
military commissions, es¬ 
tablished in 2006 under the 
Bush administration, 
praised Obama’s pledge to 
revamp the legal process, 
which permitted hearsay 
evidence and intelligence 
gathered by “coercive meas¬ 
ures.” 


There are more than 220 
cases, including that of 
Canadian Omar Khadr, 
which the Obama task force 
is now studying. 

But the cases of the five 
co-accused — Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammed, Ramzi Binal- 
shibh, Ali Abdul Aziz Ah, 
Walid bin Attash and 
Mustafa Ahmed al-Hawsawi 
— are being most closely 
watched.

States and its allies, which 
are trying to engage the Is¬ 
lamic Republic in direct 
talks over its nuclear pro¬ 
gram. 

Western leaders have crit¬ 
icized a crackdown on 
protests that followed the 
June 12 presidential elec¬ 
tion, which the defeated 


moderate candidate Mirhos- 
sein Mousavi says was 
rigged. 

Ahmadinejad said ene¬ 
mies had tried to interfere 
and foment aggression in 
Iran. He said Tehran wanted 
“logic and negotiations,” 
but that Western powers 
had insulted the nation and 
should apologize. 

Iranian leaders 
often refer to the 
United States and 
its allies as the 
“global arrogance.” 

“As soon as the 
new government is 
established, with 
power and authori¬ 
ty, 10 times more 
than before, it will 
enter the global 


scene and will bring down 
the global arrogance,” he 
said. 

“They should wait as a 
new wave of revolutionary 
thinking ... from the Iran¬ 
ian nation is on the way and 
we will not allow the arro¬ 
gant (powers) to even have 
one night of good sleep,” 
Ahmadinejad said, accord¬

Aboriginals want to be active participants in economy 



N ext week, Phil 
Fontaine, Na¬ 
tional Chief of 
the Assembly of 
First Nations 
(AFN), will step down and 
his successor will be elect¬ 
ed. The well-respected and 
charismatic leader has had 
many moral and material 
victories, including the set¬ 
tlement of claims arising 
out of the 150-year residen¬ 
tial school tragedy. 

Less well-known, per¬ 
haps, is his success in ad¬ 
vancing an integrated ap¬ 
proach to economic and 
social development with a 
clear message: “First Na¬ 
tions want to be active par¬ 
ticipants in Canada’s econ¬ 
omy.” 

His message is gaining 


traction with the private 
sector and government. 
About four per cent of the 
Canadian population is 
Aboriginal, but it is the 
youngest and fastest grow¬ 
ing segment and expected 
to account for 25 per cent 
of new workers by 2020. 
Currently, levels of literacy 
and educational attain¬ 
ment among Aboriginal 
people are lower than for 
average Canadians, a gap 
costing billions of dollars 
annually. Investments that 
close this gap will save 
money and ensure Canada 
has a globally competitive 
workforce. 

But there is good news as 
well — self-employment 
among Aboriginal people 
has more than doubled in 
the last two decades and 
Aboriginal businesses cre¬ 
ated with support from 
Aboriginal financial insti¬ 
tutions have doubled the 
average success rate (58

per cent versus 33 per¬ 
cent). While many are 
small scale, there are little 
known, multimillion-dol- 
lar companies and success 
stories in virtually every 
sector. 

Fontaine has persistently 
pushed for an integrated 
approach to economic de¬ 
velopment, attracting an 
impressive range of indus¬ 
try partners. The AFN Cor¬ 
porate Challenge connects 
First Nation and corporate 
communities around part¬ 
nerships, investments, pro¬ 
curement, and employ¬ 
ment. Last month, Indian 
and Northern Affairs Cana¬ 
da announced a new feder¬ 
al framework on Aborigi¬ 
nal Economic Develop¬ 
ment highlighting success 
stories and proposing an 
integrated approach. How¬ 


ever, the language that tar¬ 
gets those who are “al¬ 
ready well positioned” and 
“already investment 
ready” suggests it could 
help the “rich get richer” 
and leave the rest behind. 

Given the immense dis¬ 
parities remaining in Abo¬ 
riginal communities, and 
needs for investments in 
education, basic and ad¬ 
vanced infrastructure, no 
one size fits all. Building 
local capacity to design lo¬ 
cal programs to respond to 
economic priorities is fun¬ 
damental. 

While there is no short¬ 
age of politics or compet¬ 
ing interests, the opportu¬ 
nity is immense, as is the 
cost of failure. 

Doing the right thing, 
however, is seldom the 
easy thing to do.

First Nations Chiefs will 
vote for the Assembly of 
First Nations National 
Chief in Calgary on July 22. 

Did you respond to that 
information with a “So, 
who cares?” 

If you did, you might 
want to rethink your reac¬ 
tion. I think it’s safe to say 
that most of us don’t think 
too much about our First 
Nations, Metis and Inuit 
populations. 

We know they exist. 

We know they face 
many social, economic and 
educational challenges. 
And we know those chal¬ 


lenges belong to them 
alone. 

But that’s exactly the 
kind of thinking that must 
change if we are truly go¬ 
ing to enable our Aborigi¬ 
nal population to over¬ 
come those challenges. 

You don’t have to be a 
bleeding heart liberal to 
think this way. 

If our Aboriginal popula¬ 
tion doesn’t achieve equal¬ 
ity with other segments of 
the population, it’s not just 
them who will pay a very 
steep price. 

Their loss will be the rest 
of Canada’s as well. 

A quick look at some ba¬ 
sic facts shows the future 
of our city and province 
and that of our Aboriginal 
peoples are closely tied to¬ 
gether. 

The 2006 census showed 
that 52,100 people living 
in the Edmonton area 
identified themselves as

Aboriginal. This is a more 
than a 27 per cent increase 
in our native population 
since the last census. 

Aboriginal peoples make 
up nearly six per cent of Al¬ 
berta’s population and are 
the fastest growing seg¬ 
ment of our population. 

Of even more signifi¬ 
cance is the fact that 33 
per cent of our Aboriginal 
population is under 15 
years old. 

These young people will 
be entering the work force 
during the next 10 years. If 
we do not enable them to 
attain the skills and abili¬ 
ties to find employment 
and to be contributing 
members of society, we 
will all pay the price for 
failure. 

Aboriginals are already 


over-represented in our 
courts and in social service 
programs. Without our 
commitment to real 
change, we can expect 
those numbers to grow. 

All this is not to say that 
our Aboriginal peoples 
have no work of their own 
to do. 

There are too many in¬ 
stances in which Aborigi¬ 
nal leaders have ignored 
the needs of their people 
and have chosen to further 
their own ends instead. 
Truly changing the state of 
things will require strong 
and effective leadership at 
all levels within the Abo¬ 
riginal community. 

The Assembly of First 
Nations election is a good 
place to start on the path 
to future success.

Turks see smoking ban 
as assault on culture 


Smokers in Turkey tempted 
to flout an imminent ban in 
cafes, restaurants and bars 
will be spared 
execution as 
allegedly met¬ 
ed out in 17th- 
century Istan¬ 
bul — but 
their prime 
minister has 
likened ciga¬ 
rettes to ter¬ 
rorism. 

That’s a 
measure of 
how strongly 
Tayyip Erdo- 
gan feels about tobacco. 
Sultan Murad IV is said to 
have roamed the streets or¬ 
dering the execution of 
those who defied a smok¬ 
ing ban aimed at curbing 
coffee house sedition. 

One of the world’s oldest 
prohibitions of smoking, 
Murad’s failed and as tobac¬ 
co’s popularity grew in 


Turkey, the saying “smoke 
like a Turk” took root in 
languages across Europe. 

But at a 
time of eco¬ 
nomic crisis, 
the prohibi¬ 
tion — 

adding 
restaurants, 
cafes and bars 
to the places 
where smok¬ 
ing is not al¬ 
lowed — is 
viewed by a 
minority as a 
potential as¬ 
sault on their culture. 

Erdogan, who long since 
banned smoking in cabinet 
meetings, also faces opposi¬ 
tion from owners of thou¬ 
sands of establishments 
across the Muslim, Euro¬ 
pean Union-candidate 
country, who see the ban as 
a threat to their business.

It’s fitting in more ways 
than one that the B.C. 
Lions laid an old- 
fashioned licking on the 
Edmonton Eskimos at 
Commonwealth Stadium 
Thursday night, drubbing 
their hosts 40-22. 

On Retro Night, an ode 
to 1965 that saw both 
teams donning old school 
uniforms and cheerleaders 
wearing go-go boots, the 
Eslcs were an authentic 
throwback to a decade in 
which the team was most¬ 
ly lousy. 

Back-up quarterback Jar- 
ious Jackson made sure of 
that, coming off the bench 
for injured starter Buck 
Pierce in the first quarter 
and throwing for 362 yards 
and four touchdowns as 
B.C. won for the first time 
in three tries and dropped 
the Eslcs to 1-2. 

It was 2-0 for the Lions 
when defensive back El¬ 
liott Richardson knocked 
Pierce out of the game 10 


minutes in. 

Instead of turning the 
momentum Edmonton’s 
way — Richardson put a 
sliding Pierce out with a 
questionable hit that was¬ 
n’t penalized — the Lions 
got rolling when Jackson 
came in. 

Jackson hit Geroy Simon 
with a 45-yard pass on his 
first play, setting up a one- 
yard TD run by Martell 


Mallett. When Jackson con¬ 
nected with Simon on a 33- 
yard TD pass to cap an 85- 
yard drive three minutes 
into the second quarter, it 
was 16-0. 

The only fire the Eslcs 
showed came when Ricky 
Ray turned a Jackson fum¬ 
ble into a 12-yard TD toss 
to Maurice Mann and then 
hit running back Calvin 
McCarty with a 23-yard 


swing pass for a touch¬ 
down to cap an 11-play, 86- 
yard drive to cut B.C.’s lead 
to 16-14. 

But that’s as interesting 
as it got. First, Jackson 
found Paris Jackson with a 
15-yard TD pass to make it 
23-14. Then, he called Si¬ 
mon’s number again, on a 
40-yard TD pass to make it 
30-14, and it was lights out, 
retro-style.

While triple champion 
and heavy favourite Tiger 
Woods struggled to a 71, 
Watson produced the ball- 
striking and linlcs-course 
creativity that helped him 
lift the prized Claret Jug on 
five occasions. 

He covered the back nine 
in three-under 32 to finish 
level with fellow American 


Mike Weir of Bright's 
Grove, Ont., had a strong day 
Thursday, eagling the sev¬ 
enth hole on the way to a 3- 
under 67. 


Ben Curtis, the 2003 cham¬ 
pion, and Japan’s Kenichi 
Kuboya who ended his 
round with an explosive 
birdie-birdie-eagle-birdie 
run. 

“She was defenceless to¬ 
day,” Watson told reporters 
of the coastal layout. “The 
golf course played with no 
wind and it was an easy 
test, if you have an easy test 
in an Open championship. 

“I feel inspired playing 
here, being in the presence 
of Tumberry again, just a

A ll roads, they say, 
lead to Rome. 
But for Canadian 
athletes embark¬ 
ing on the World 
Aquatics Championships 
this is one thoroughfare 
where, as a winter coun¬ 
try, success has meant 
swimming upstream. 

“The chemical mix is the 
same,” says Pierre La- 
Fontaine, Canada’s head 
swim coach. “Ice and wa¬ 
ter ... hockey and swim¬ 
ming. They are both 
things that we as Canadi¬ 
ans naturally do — only in 
opposite seasons.” 

Indeed, Canada is a play¬ 
er in the life aquatic. 

An inordinate number 
of divers have worn the 
Maple Leaf with distinc¬ 
tion including Olympic 
medallists Irene MacDon¬ 
ald, Sylvie Bernier, Annie 
Pelletier, Anne Montminy 
and Blythe Hartley. At the 
Worlds, both Alex 
Despatie and Emilie Hey- 
mans bring multiple 
Olympic medals to the 
mix. Both are former 
world champions who can 
still make an impact. They 
are backed up by the next 
generation of Canadian 
talent ready to take the 
plunge in Italy. 

Both of the water polo 
teams are underdogs. 
However, the women won 
a bronze medal at Montre¬ 
al in 2005 and recently 
claimed silver in the 
World League Super Final. 


The men have beaten 
some of the world’s best 
recently and were compet¬ 
itive at last summer’s 
Olympics in Beijing. 

In synchronized swim¬ 
ming, the legacy of Car¬ 
olyn Waldo and Sylvie 
Frechette is strong. No 
Canadian entry should be 
counted out in this disci¬ 
pline. 

In swimming, Canada is 
once again surfacing. 
While the glory days of 
Victor Davis and Alex Bau¬ 
mann are but a fond mem¬ 
ory, the exploits of world 
champion Brent Hayden 
and Beijing Olympic 
medallist Ryan Cochrane 
speak volumes. Hayden 
has beaten Michael Phelps 
this season and Cochrane 
seems poised to replace 
the retired Grant Haclcett 
of Australia as the No. 1 
threat in the watery ver¬ 
sion of the metric mile. 

Don’t forget the women. 

Annamay Pierse was just 
off the 200-m breaststroke 
world record at the recent 
trials in Montreal. Mean¬ 
time 15-year-old Amanda 
Reason smashed the world 
mark in the 50-m breast¬ 
stroke, a distance known 
as the “splash and dash.” 

All of this is reason to 
believe that Canadian fish 
will do more than tread 
water in the Tiber River, 
which runs through the 
eternal city of Rome. 

Indeed, they may dive 
deep to claim golden treas¬ 
ure and swim with the 
sharks en route to more 
medals than the five they 
won in Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia, two years ago.

review It’s often been 
said that you are what 
you eat. But after a 
screening of Robert Ken¬ 
ner’s incendiary docu¬ 
mentary Food Inc. — 
which examines how the 
fast food industry radical¬ 
ly transformed food pro¬ 
duction in North America 


into a stomach-churning 
enterprise — you just 
might want to redefine 
those terms. 

While Food Inc. is 
thankfully not alarmist in 
tone, the facts it uncovers 
are nevertheless alarm¬ 
ing. 

Using as his guides au¬ 
thor Eric Schlosser (Fast 
Food Nation: The Dark 
Side of the All-American 
Meal) and UC Berkeley 
School of Journalism Pro¬ 
fessor Michael Pollan (The 
Omnivore’s Delight), Ken¬ 
ner examines how the 
mass-produced food we 
now consume is not only 
lacking in proper nutri¬ 


ents; it may also contain 
potentially harmful bacte¬ 
ria. 

The story begins with 
McDonalds, who set the 
template for cheap assem¬ 
bly-line food production, 
then shows how American 
farms have now become 
equally uniform — and at 
the horrible price of creat¬ 
ing unhealthy working 
conditions for both work¬ 
ers and livestock. 

It’s unfortunate, howev¬ 
er, that because many of 
the corporate industrial 
heads like Monsanto re¬ 
fused to be interviewed 
for the film, Food ends up 
lacking dimension.

Billy Talent is back

If you’re not one of the 
thousands intimately 
familiar with Billy Talent’s 
music, there’s a good 
chance you’ve dismissed 
the foursome for being 
too pop punk.

With Sab- 
bath-lilce riffs and a more 
metal-meets-hard rock 
sound, this record has the 
power and guts that’s most¬ 
ly eluded the band. Their 
tunes are still as catchy as 
ever, and the

e tend to

around the Internet and in¬ 
to our computers and 
portable music devices as 
uber-modern technology. 
And why not? The fact that 
we can cram tens of thou¬ 
sands of songs into a thing 
the size of a deck of cards 
approaches the realm of 
magic. 

MP3s have managed to 
outlast all its competitors, 
chiefly because it could not 
support any digital locks. 
The MP3 codec was born 
before Digital Rights Man¬ 
agement (DRM) and could 
not be locked down, much 
to the consternation of the 
music industry. MP3s 


worked on virtually any de¬ 
vice (including the iPod, a 
big part of why it became 
so entrenched with con¬ 
sumers) and when the 
record labels started swing¬ 
ing their big DRM stick 
around, consumers es¬ 
chewed any file format 
that might have interfered 
with their ability to move 
their music around. Only 
Apple’s AAC format — the 
default format used by 
iTunes — could say it had 
any traction and trust. The 
same can’t be said for 
WMA, ATRAC3, Real G2 or 
Liquid Audio. 

But MP3 technology is 
has already passed its 20th 
birthday. It’s a product of 
the 1980s and is starting to 
show its age. It’s only about 
audio; it’s can’t store much 
extra information other 
than what is “tagged” to 
the file (like artwork); and 
it’s certainly not very inter¬ 
active. This is where a 
French company comes in 
with a format they call 
MXP4. Simply put, this new 
technology extends the ca¬ 
pabilities of a basic music 


file into areas like video 
and the ability to contain 
multiple tracks. 

Several artists like Lily 
Allen, Dave Stewart (Eury- 
thmics) and Basement Jaxx 
have begun experimenting 
with MXP4s. Because the 
format allows for different 
tracks to be pulled from a 
single file, you can do 
things like take a guitar 
track out or add in a new 
beat. In other words, fans 
could remix their favourite 
songs. DJs would have an 
easier time of creating 
mash-ups, too. And MXP4 
files can contain video, too. 

Sounds cool, huh? But 
consumers have been 
burned before (Sony rootlc- 
it, anyone?) so the first and 
biggest hurdle will be to 
gain consumer trust. If peo¬ 
ple believe that someone is 
trying to screw them with 
technology again, then yet 
another promising advance 
might die before it gets a 
chance to prove itself.

30 Rock, Mad Men lead again 


The Tina Fey comedy 30 
Rock and 1960s period dra¬ 
ma Mad Men led the 
Primetime Emmy nomina¬ 
tions Thursday in a broad 
field full of fresh faces com¬ 
peting for U.S. television's 
highest honors. 

NBC’s 30 Rock had a lead¬ 
ing 22 nominations, includ¬ 
ing best TV comedy and 
best actress for Fey, who 
took the acting Emmy in 
2007. Mad Men on cable 
channel AMC had 16 nomi¬ 
nations, including best dra¬ 
ma. Both shows won the 
Emmy in those categories 
last year. 

Among the networks, ca¬ 
ble channel HBO lead the 
field with 99 primetime 
Emmy nominations, while 
Showtime had 29 and AMC 
pulled in 23. Broadcast net¬ 
work NBC earned 67 nomi¬ 
nations, followed by ABC 
with 55, CBS with 49 and 
Fox with 42. 

More nominees were 
added to the leading cate¬ 
gories for the first time this 
year in a bow to growth of 
strong dramas and come¬ 
dies on U.S. television, par¬ 
ticularly on cable TV. 

“There is so much good 
work, we have really recog¬ 


nized the diversity on tele¬ 
vision today,” said John 
Shaffher, chairman and 
CEO of the Television Acad¬ 
emy. 

The Academy said 41 of 
the 83 nominations for 
comedy and drama pro¬ 
grams were different from 
last year. They included dra¬ 
ma newcomer Big Love, 
HBO’s controversial 

polygamy series, animated 
comedy Family Guy on Fox 
and HBO comedy Flight of 
the Conchords. 

Actor Simon Baker of the 
new CBS crime show The 
Mentalist got a best actor 
nomination, while Jim Par¬ 
sons of The Big Bang Theo¬ 
ry and Toni Collette of 
Showtime’s United States 
of Tara were among the 
fresh faces in the comedy 
category. 

Sketch comedy series Sat¬ 
urday Night Live, which 
drew record audiences for 
NBC during last year’s U.S. 
presidential election cam¬ 
paign, had 13 nominations, 
including a best guest ac¬ 
tress nod for Fey’s skits as 
Republican vice presiden¬ 
tial candidate Sarah Palin. 
Singer Justin Timberlalce al¬ 
so received a guest actor 


nomination for Saturday 
Night Live. 

Alan Baldwin was nomi¬ 
nated best comedy actor 
for his role in the network 
TV spoof series 30 Rock, 
which dominated the Em¬ 
my nominations for a sec¬ 
ond year. Baldwin won the 
award last year. 

MAD MEN HOPES 
FOR REPEAT 

Mad Men, which won the 
best drama Emmy last year 
marking an award break¬ 
through for basic cable 
shows, will compete 
against legal program Dam¬ 
ages on FX, Breaking Bad 
on AMC, serial killer drama 
Dexter of Showtime, Fox 
medical series House and 
ABC’s Lost. 

Along with 30 Rock, com¬ 
edy series nominations in¬ 
cluded HBO’s Entourage, 
NBC’s The Office, Weeds 
from Showtime and How I 
Met Your Mother on CBS. 

In the race for best actor 
in a drama, Bryan Cranston 
will hope to repeat his sur¬ 
prise win last year for his 
role as a chemistry teacher 
turned drug dealer in 
Breaking Bad. Jon Hamm of

Doctors probed 
by California in 
Jackson's death 

investigation California’s 
attorney general said 
Wednesday his office has 
run several doctors’ 
names and several poten¬ 
tial aliases through its pre¬ 
scription drug database to 
aid police investigating 
the death of Michael Jack- 
son. 

Attorney General Jerry 
Brown said his office was 
not the lead agency in 
probing Jackson’s sudden 
death — a role it took in 
the fatal overdose of Play¬ 
boy model Anna Nicole 
Smith in 2007 — but was 
assisting other agencies as 
they try to track down 
prescription drugs that 
may have killed the King 
of Pop. 

“We’ve found some 
things, but this is early 
on.” to provide details, 
Brown told Reuters. 

Brown’s office monitors 
all over-the-counter 
prescription transactions 
in California, using a data¬ 
base that contains the 
name of each doctor, 
patient, medication and 
quantity. 

He said his investigators 
were given “dozens” of 
names to run through its 
system by police probing 
Jackson’s sudden death, 
several of them doctors 
and others potential alias¬ 
es thought to have been 
used in obtaining the pre¬ 
scription drugs. 

The findings could be 
used to show that “there 
were drugs in quantities 
and character that are 
lethal in combination,” 
which in conjunction 
with the official autopsy 
could lead investigators to 
determine exactly what 
killed the 50-year-old 
singer and dancer.

Curators across the coun¬ 
try are challenging tradi¬ 
tions as they focus on ex¬ 
hibits displaying aborigi¬ 
nal work with an empha¬ 
sis on fine art over ethno¬ 
graphic examination. 

Until recently, aborigi¬ 
nal art had found its 
home in museums and 
galleries as documenta¬ 
tion of a culture, a trend 
the National Gallery of 
Canada and art houses 


across the country are try¬ 
ing to buck. 

“When we think of pre¬ 
serving, we think of the 
future and having really 
good documents for show¬ 
ing these times. But, it’s 
important to view these 
works as art and not just 
ethnographic documenta¬ 
tion,” Greg Hill, Audain 
curator of Indigenous Art 
at the National Gallery of 
Canada said from Ottawa. 

It wasn’t until 1986 that 
the country’s national 
gallery made its first “self- 
conscious purchase” of 
contemporary aboriginal 
art: Carl Beam’s The 
North American Iceberg.

“We want to underline 
the fact that they are the 
finest artist working in 
Canada today. They take 
traditional art and use it 
as a starting point for self- 
expression,” Tom Smart, 
executive director and 
CEO of the gallery said. 

One purpose of the ex¬ 
hibit is to look at a revival

Indian firm plans to invest in Spielberg’s studio 


million in film financing to 
begin producing movies 
starting this year, an Indian 
company involved in deal 
talks said on Wednesday. 

Reliance ADA Group, the 
Indian conglomerate, is in 
talks with DreamWorks 
Studios partners Stacey 
Snider and Spielberg in 
New York, and the $825 
million figure has emerged 
from those talks as a possi¬ 
ble funding slate for 
DreamWorks Studios. 

The deal between the 


two companies, which an¬ 
nounced a plan to work to¬ 
gether last year, has not 
been finalized. 

But the ongoing negotia¬ 
tions over financing come 
after DreamWorks Studios 
said in February that the 
Walt Disney Co. would dis¬ 
tribute its films. Under the 
terms of the deal, which 
could allow DreamWorks 
to make five to six films a 
year, Reliance would match 
whatever financing Dream¬ 
Works can get from a syndi¬ 


cation of banks. 

The $825 million funding 
slate announced by Re¬ 
liance would break down as 
$325 million from the Indi¬ 
an conglomerate, $325 mil¬ 
lion from the banks and 
$175 million from Disney. 

But the total amount 
could change if Dream¬ 
Works raises more from 
banks. That would increase 
the matching equity in¬ 
vestment from Reliance, 
which has agreed to pro¬ 
vide up to $550 million. 

The deal between Re¬ 
liance and DreamWorks 
was initially valued at $1.2 
billion, but Amit Khanna, 
chairman of Reliance Big 
Entertainment, a division 
of Reliance ADA Group, 
said that much money is 
not needed now.

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Fettuccine with 
Broccoli 

INGREDIENTS: 

10 fresh basil leaves 
3 sprigs of parsley 
2 scallions 
2 small cloves garlic 
2 tbsp (25 ml) Dijon mus¬ 
tard 

1/4 lb (125 g) softened but¬ 
ter 

2 large heads broccoli, to 
give 1 lb (500 g) florets 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
Salt and black pepper 
1 lb (500 g) fresh 
fettuccine or tagliatelle 

GARNISH: 

10 cherry tomatoes 

METHOD: 

1. Put large pot of water 
on to boil for pasta. Rinse 
and dry basil and parsley 
and chop finely. Trim and 
rinse scallions; finely slice 
green tops and set aside, 
then slice white bulbs. 
Peel and crush garlic. 

2. Blend mustard and but¬ 
ter in bowl then stir in 
sliced onion bulbs, garlic 
and herbs, crushing 


against bottom of bowl to 
release flavours. Set aside. 

3. Rinse and trim broccoli 
into florets. Add oil, salt, 
pasta and broccoli to boil¬ 
ing water, return to boil, 
and cook 4 minutes, or un¬ 
til pasta is al dente. 

4. Meanwhile, rinse and 
halve cherry tomatoes. 

5. Thoroughly drain pasta 
and broccoli. Quickly melt 
flavoured butter in pasta 
pot. Return pasta and 
broccoli to pot and toss 
gently in butter over mod¬ 
erate heat until pasta is 
well coated; do not allow 
to fry. 

6. Transfer pasta onto serv¬ 
ing platter, season and gar¬ 
nish with scallion tops 
and tomatoes.
